You will find the next set of Daily's ending July 4, 2016.

The crew has found additional .50 caliber shells, bringing the total to 9 and one-half buckets. The Baltimore Team is up
to 238,820 Lbs. of MDAS and still have not recovered any more MEC items since the June 12 discovery. Rain continues to
hamper the production process, and the river has risen to within a few inches of the crest of the site bank.
